DISTRIBUTION. Russia: Buryatia (new record), Zabaikalskii krai (formerly Chitinskaya 
oblast); Mongolia, China: Inner Mongolia, Shanxi [1]. 

NOTES. New record show that the north-west boundary of U. venosa area lies in the 
Selenga River valley in Russia.
